Founded in Boston in 1815, the Handel 
and Haydn Society (H+H) is America’s 
oldest continuously performing arts 
organization, and is celebrating its 
Bicentennial in 2015. In the early 19th 
century, a small group of music lovers in 
Boston recognized the importance of 
excellent music to the well-being and 
civic life of our young democracy. They 
formed the Handel and Haydn Society, 
named for the two giants of the Baroque 
and Classical eras, and representing the 
“old” and the “new.” 


H+H’s first concert, in 1815, featured 
excerpts from Handel’s Messiah and 
Haydn’s The Creation. Throughout the 
19th century, H+H introduced many of 
the greatest choral masterworks to 


Americans, and contributed to 
the development of classical 
music in this country. The 
ensemble was inducted into 
the American Classical Music 
Hall of Fame in 2002. 


The Handel and Haydn Society 
began its tradition of 
Historically Informed 
Performance (HIP) in 1986 
under Christopher Hogwood. 
Through HIP, audiences have 
the opportunity to hear the 
unique textures and dynamics 
afforded by period 
instruments and orchestras — to hear the 
music as the composer intended. 


H+H places a high priority on its role as 
community partner, and includes all 
citizens in the community through broad 
outreach efforts. Established in 1985, 
H+H’s award-winning Karen S. and 
George D. Levy Education Program 
reaches 10,000 students each year 
throughout Greater Boston, many in 
underserved communities. H+H also 
maintains partnerships with area cultural 
and higher education institutions, 
including Boston Public Library; the 
Museum of African American History; 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; 
New England Conservatory; and Harvard 
University.

2008 and was named Resident Conductor in 2014. Born in England, Watson has 
appeared as soloist or conductor with the London Symphony, London Philharmonic 
and Royal Philharmonic Orchestras, Scottish Chamber, English Chamber, Academy 

of St. Martin in the Fields, English Baroque Soloists, and The Sixteen among other 
ensembles. He was invited to be the assistant conductor, organ, and harpsichord soloist 
and continuo player for Sir John Eliot Gardiner’s Bach Cantata Pilgrimage. He has 

also been featured on numerous recordings and film soundtracks including Amadeus; 
Polanski’s Death and the Maiden; Restoration; Cry, the Beloved Country; and BBC‘s 
David Copperfield. 


In 2014, he made a critically-acclaimed debut directing the Baroque Band in Chicago 
and recently led a performance of Beethoven’s Triple Concerto and Ninth Symphony in 
Mechanics Hall, Worcester with Arcadia Players. He is now music director at First Parish 
in Lincoln and artistic director of their Live in Lincoln Center concert series.

History of Great Halll 


Needham Town Hall and the James Hugh 


Powers Hall: A History 


For Needham’s 
first 130 years, 
town meetings 
were held wher- 
ever there was 
space. Most 
often, this 
meant at the 
Meeting House, 
the town’s only 
public building, 
and the center 
of both spiri- 
tual and politi- 
cal authority. 
Once the Sunday service concluded, 
the minister would step down from 
the pulpit and the town Moderator 
would take over. In 1834 a state law 
formally separated town governance 
from the affairs of the church. For 
the next few years, town meetings 
took place in a variety of locations, 
including private homes, taverns, 
and the assembly room built above 
the general store. 


In 1838 an appointed committee 
looked into erecting a “town house” 
as a location for conducting town 
business. The result was a large 
room added to the town poorhouse, 
on the dividing line of Needham’s 
East and West Parishes. It took 
twenty more years before the Hall 
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Needham Town Hall in 1911 during the 
Town’s Bicentennial Celebration 


had seats or a 
clock, but this 
arrangement 
lasted until the 
Parishes sepa- 
rated in 1881, 
and Needham 
lost the build- 
ing to 
Wellesley. The 
poorhouse/ 
town hall later 
became the 
clubhouse 
building for the 
Wellesley Golf Club and was demol- 
ished a few years ago. 


The split with Wellesley was both an 
economic and emotional trauma for 
Needham, as the incorporators of 
Wellesley explicitly stated that the 
reason for the split was their desire 
to no longer be tied to the less afflu- 
ent, more rural half of the town. As a 
result, the last few decades of the 
19th century became a time of tran- 
sition. The town center migrated 
from its old location at the intersec- 
tion of Nehoiden Street and Central 
Avenue to the new railroad junction 
at Great Plain Avenue. Over this 
same period, Needham’s economy 
became less agricultural, as the rail- 
way brought new merchants and 
businesses into town, 
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and as the knitting fac- 
tories of Needham 
Heights grew prosper- 
Ous. 


The new town center 
needed a focal point, 
but for the next two de- 
cades the town was un- 
able to agree on a plan 
for a town hall, so tem- 
porary municipal of- 
fices were established 
in rented rooms above 
the General Store on 
Great Plain Avenue. Fi- 
nally, in 1901, Town 
Meeting recognized the 
increasingly urgent 
need for “proper and 
fitting accommodations” from which 
to conduct town business. This new 
Town Hall was completed in 1903 as 
a civic monument to Needham’s 
Twentieth Century identity. 


For its first 50 years, the Town Hall’s 
large second-floor hall was the 
community’s meeting place — not 
only for Town Meeting and official 
business, but also for celebrations 
such as the Bicentennial in 1911, 
trade fairs, military recruiting, theat- 
rical and dance performances, and 
balls. These functions scattered to 
school gyms and auditoriums after 
the second floor was partitioned for 
office space in the 1950s. 


By 2009 the Town Hall was in need of 
repair and critically short of space. 
Town Meeting approved the cost of a 
renovation and expansion, much of

it paid for with Community Preserva- 
tion funding. A large addition to the 
building created office and meeting 
space and allowed the second floor 
“Great Hall” to be returned to its 
original function as a meeting and 
event hall. As part of Needham’s Ter- 
centennial celebrations in the fall of 
2011, the Great Hall was dedicated 
as the James Hugh Powers Hall, in 
honor of Mr. Powers’ long and ener- 
getic service to Needham. The Hall 
now serves as the site of town ser- 
vices, meetings and celebrations, 
including the Needham Bank Great 
Hall Concert Series, helping to expand 
the cultural and economic life of 
Needham. As it enters its second 
century, Needham Town Hall is more 
than ever the civic and emotional 
heart of our town.
